Ottawa, Canada, April:— The 
annual value of forest products in 
Canada is placed at approximately 
$500,000,000 by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment Forestry service, and over 
200,000 persons are employed in 
the extraction and manufacture of 
the products of the forests of the 
Dominion, 

Canadian lumber, wood pulp, 
pulpwood and paper are exported 
to the United States, the British 
Isles, Australia, South Africa, New 
Zealand, Japan, China and other 
countries, Last year the value of 
these exports was over $291,000,000 

There are about 3,000 saw mills 
and 108 pulp and paper mills in 
Canada. The saw mills represent a 
capital investment of $180,000,000 
and the pulp and papers mills an 
investment of $660,000,000. ‘The 
former employ about 45,000 persons 
and the latter about 34,000.

SECTIONAL STSEL 
HIGHWAY TESTED 

Springfield, NL April:— Highway 
engineers are enthusiastic over the 
success of a steel highway, sur 
faced with concrete which has 
been laid near this city. 

The road was carefully rolled 
and a steel base and curb laid 
Over the steel was placed a mastic 
sand cushion upon which was put 
a layer of brick with asphaltic 
filler. The result, the engineers 
hope will be an indestructible base 
with smooth riding surface pos 
sessing sufficient flexibility to 
meet changes of temperature with- 
out breaks or cracks. One of the 
advantages of this road is that if

food preservation chemists ast 
epring made an exbaaustive study 
of this question, Since last May 
they have prepared irom 8UU to 
1000 samples of frozen fruit juices, 
chiefly pineapple and citrus iru 
with some pomergranate. Ditferent 
types of juice, and, when sugar 
was added, different concentrations 
of syrup, were packed in contain- 
ers of various kinds—bottles, tins 
or pasteboard cartoons. In some 
instances the uir Was removed by 
vacum. All the juices were sub- 
jected to sharp freezing at never 
higher than 20 degrees below zero 
aud usually 30 to 40 degrees below. 

Many samples after being opened 
have been found to be delicious, 
retaining ‘all the patural charucter- 
jstics of the original juice, which 
necessarily are somewhat impaired 


by preserving processes where heat 
is used. Not enough experiments

BRITONS PRODUCE 
ARMORPLATE GLASS 
——i Oia 

Paris, April:— Canadian bankers 

armored cars may soon be supplied 
with windows of a British bullet 
proof glass which was tested in the 
presence of officers of the French 
ministry of war recently. 
: Plates of, the glass, about nine 
inchea square ,Were set Up in a 
testing range in an underground 
vault, and fired at with various 
kinds of ammunition at close 
range. The first test was made 
with a glass about one and one half 
inches thick. First a bullet, roughly 
303 inches in calibre, was fired 
from a carbine at a range of five 
yards. It scarred the first layer ot 
the glass, but did not damage the 
second, A .450 bullet from a Colt 
automatic pistol fired at the same 
plate produced no more effect . 

A light machine gun, cracked 
the second layer with the second 
shot, and the third layer with the 
third shot and finally pierced the 
plate with ita fourth shot, which 
was the sixth fired at it. 

The tests were very severe, as 
the glass was fired at from such 
short range and struck exactly at 
right angles within the same small 
area each time. Further tests are 
to be made,
